Security. 

The Assembly of the League of Nations 
meets on the eve of a test which may 
decide the Leagu s value to the world. 
If, in spite of such lip-service as M. 
Painlevé paid yesterday to the League s 
ideals, the present efforts of international 
statesmanship at Geneva come to naught, 
th» sad old world must bow its Atlantean 
shoulders under the burden of yet another 
disillusionment. M. Painlevé said truly 
that the question of Europe's “security '— 
by which he meant France's security—was 
Geneva’s overshadowing problem. France, 
he insisted earnestly, desires to see Ger- 
many a methber of the League of Nations 
and accepts without reserve the principle 
of arbitration. These words may be 
accepted as a hopeful prelude to the 
coming attack upon the problems of the 
“Security Pact,” but all the real difh- 
culties remain to be solved. The Pact, 
as proposed by Germany, would guarantee 
the existing Western frontier of France, 
and would be signed by Germany, France, 
Britain, Belgium and Italy. France, who 
has made elaborate treaties with Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia, requires also that 
the Eastern borders of Germany shall be 
guaranteed, and Germany still refuses to 
accept this demand. As a result of 
recent negotiations, however, some use- 
ful advances have been made. It is 
known that the German Government is 
now willing to discuss all the main issues 
at an early conference of the five Powers. 
A body of legal jurists, representing these 
Powers, has drafted an agreed report on 
the Security Pact and on the Western 
arbitration treaties. The .discussion of 
the arbitration treaties relating to Ger- 
many s Eastern frontiers has been left to 
a future date. 

France's three fundamental terms, as 
M. Painlevé reminded the Assembly yes- 
terday, are arbitration, security and dis- 
armament. She proposes to obtain them 
by means of a diplomatic mechanism which 
bears the full impress of her realistic 
mind. A treaty between France, Italy and 
Ovecho-Slovakia would guarantee the 
maintenance of the Austrian frontiers 
with Germany : d Italy. This would be 
one of a chain of pacts which would 
limited stretches cf 
frontier and would provide for arbitration 
in any case of territorial dispute. France 
hopes to be able to persuade all the 


“interested Governments to sign these pacts, 


and to establish in such fashion a net- 
work of guarantees for the general security 
of Europe. In every case of dispute the 
arbitrator would be the League of Nations ; 
and, if its decision should involve war, 
the participation of the contracting 
Powers would be automatic. Hitherto 


France and Great Britain have contrived 
[Ao present a united front to Germany, 


but only as the result of Britain's strong 
loyalty to her old Ally.. The British

it is too logical for the British mind, 
which has no taste for symmetry in 
politics. Certainly England is not ready 
to put her Navy, Army and Air Force at 
the sovereign. disposal of the League of 
Nations for the settlement of some sudden 
frontier dispute in Eastern Europe.

To-day Germany asks France to 
forget the past, to shake hands, and to 
accept a pledge that henceforward her 
frontier will be sacred. The bitter memories 
of fifty years offer a thousand obstacles to 
such a policy of forgiveness and trust ; but 
what is the alternative? France's pro- 
posed system of treaties would be subject 
to all the accidents of fortune, which some 
day must find the weakest link in the 
chain. The sanctions of the League of 
Nations have yet to be tested and approved, 
In the coming years France—a nation of 
declining man-power—would have upon 
her borders the perpetual menace of a 
proud and revengeful people, whose 
present excess of births over deaths is at 
the rate of half a million a year. If 
France is to find real security at Geneva, 
she must take the long and the courageous 
view. The new Pact must be an honest, 
end of the old Franco-German quarrel.

Seeing Red. 


Those who believe that a new order of 
society is inevitable before we can remedy 
the existing evils cannot do other than 
rejoice that at last there are clear indica- 
tions of a world movement rising in revolt 
and determined to shake off the shackles of 
wage slavery. These words were spoken 
by Mr. A. B. Swales in his presidential 
address to the British Trades Union Con- 
gress, which opened yesterday at Scar- 
borough. They manifest the revolutionary 
mood of the Labour leaders whose delibera- 
tions are fraught with such grave import- 
ance to the future of British industry. 
Mr. Swales described the recent crisis in 
the coal-mining industry as the occasion of 
“a demonstration of trade union soli- 
darity ” which had given hope to the 
whole Labour movement. In effect, the 
nation was threatened with a sudden 
general stoppage which would have brought 
irretrievable ruin to multitudes of families 
and wounded British trade and industry, 
perhaps mortally. In eight months’ time, 
when the subsidy to the mines expires, the 
crisis of July may be repeated, Unless 
some improbable revival of trade has come 
about—and the financial uncertainty 
caused by the miners’ threat makes revival 
all the more difficult—the deadlock between 
masters and men will continue. Britain 
looks anxiously to the congress now 
assembled at Scarborough, hoping for indi- 
cations of a temperate and helpful attitude 
towards this impending social crisis. If 
the proceedings of the week continue in 
the key of Mr. Swales’s address, there will 
be solemn misgivings throughout the land. 
No lover of his kind wishes to see the 
wage-earning classes driven back to the 
hardships of the last century. Neither 
the employers nor the British Government 
desire that less than an honest living 
wage should be paid to the meanest toiler. 
When, however, Mr. Swales declares that 
the unions have reached the limit of con- 
cessions, and can consent to no further 
reduction of wages or increase of working 
hours, the challenge is laid to the whole 
economic system. The mines are working 
at a loss, and if they were owned by a 
guild of workers or by the State under a 
revolutionary system of collectivism, it 
still would be impossible to keep them at 
work and their complement of workers em- 
ployed. Mr. Baldwin's Government cannot 
promise to do what a Socialist Government 
would not do—there can be no prolonged 
taxation of the community for the purpose 
of subsidising a section. If the congress 
at Scarborough is swayed by the appeal 
to maintain trade union standards 
irrespective of the current state of in- 
dustry—if the extreme leaders who desire 
to bring about a new order of society 
without an effort to remedy existing 
evils’ succeed in committing organised 
Labour to a general strike in defence of one 
side in a trade dispute—Communism will 
have triumphed. The language used by 
Mr. Swales means revolution. He asks 
the congress to sanction a general stoppage 
if the State and the mine-owners refuse. 
to surrender to the miners’ demand for 
wages higher than the industry profitably 
can yield. Such a stoppage would not 
solve the problem of making the mines 
profitable, but it would create the situa- 
tion which in other lands has been found 
incapable of solution save by the desperate 
remedies of Bolshevism and Fascism. 


The Town Beautiful. 


Throughout Britain there has been, 
during the past year, a remarkable growth 
of interest in the science or art of “ town- 
planning.” The annual report“ of the 
Ministry of Health states that there has 
been a large increase in the number of 
loca] authorities embarking on the pre- 
paration of “town-planning” schemes, 
and the increase has been largest among 
the smaller authorities upon which town- 
planning” is not obligatory. Enlightened 
civic pride evidently is diffused throughout 
the land. Many a town or growing urban 
district has derived lasting benefit from 
recourse to the ees: In one instance

Chile’s Guest, 


The Prince of Wales has left the Argen- 
tine and arrived in Chile. While the 
Argentine—the richest and most pro- 
gressive of the South American States— 
lies between the Andes and the Atlantic 
Ocean, Chile occupies the narrow strip of 
land on the other side of that lofty range, 
and its shores are washed by the Pacific 
Ocean through nearly forty degrees of 
latitude. The two lands are virtually 
complementary, and since their boundary 
difficulties have been settled and cordial 
relations have grown between them they 
represent one of the most important terri- 
tories with which the future has to reckon. 
The Prince's visit to the Argentine would 
be unsatisfactory if it were not followed 
by a visit to that virile neighbouring land. 
Britain's interests, political and com- 
mercial, will be promoted by the welcome 
lavished on the heir to the British Throne. 
Before the war Chile had become per- 
meated with German influences, and 
mutually profitable relations with Britain 
had been impaired. Since the war Chile 
has made astonishing material progress. 
Her foreign trade has doubled. Railways 
are being built by British contractors, and 
mineral deposits are being developed. 
There can be little doubt that Chile is 
destined to become as considerable a Power 
on the Pacific as the Argentine is on the 
Atlantic; and in knitting these two lands 
in friendship with the sea-linked British 
Commonwealth the Prince is laying the 
bases of international co-operation. 


THE SLEEPING-PLACES 
OF GALLIPOLI. 


“ Beaches and cliffs that ring 
“With a fierce undying one day’s spell and au 
age-long glorying, 
“Where life was haught and death was life and 
men gone all to win 
“A hand's breadth on à barren coast to take their 
slumber in!’ 


The following impression of a recent visit 
to Gallipoli in the course of his duties is 
taken from the letter of an Irish naval 
officer. It will be of interest to many of our 
readers whose relatives were engaged in the 
awful struggles of April. to August, 1915:— 

After a four hours’ cruise we arrived at 
Cape Helles, where we landed on V Beach, 
one of the earlier landing places. In com. 
pany with a — of marines, who had 
taken part in the first landing in 1915, 1 
walked over the battle- — and found 
his explanations helpful, an Bl me to 
understand something of the almost in- 
superable difficulties with which our men 
were faced. The country, parched, serub- 
covered, uninteresting, is overlooked by 
Achi Baba, a hill running along part of the 
peninsula. This, the main objective, was 
never captured. It seemed to me that, 
unless the first landing so surprised the 
Turks that Achi Baba could have been 
captured in a week, it was hopeless to expect 
to succeed, since the hill overlooked practi, 
cally every square yard of the country. 

The only places that showed any signs 
of order are ‘the British cemeteries, of which, 
alas! there are so many. They are beauti- 
7 kept, each surrounded by a wall and 
laid out to a uniform pattern. Dveriooking 
the graveyard is a fine stone of remembrance, 
with a large cross cut into the face. Before 
it stands a stone altar, on the front of which 
are cut the words, ‘Their name liveth for 
evermore.’ At the head of every grave 
stands a small headstone, with name, rank, 
age and, val some cases; a short inscription 

ae few words . „The Graves Commis- 
sion has carried out its work well, and the 
graveyards are wonderful in their order, 
good taste and quiet architecture, which gives 
the impression of everlasting peace and quiet, 
and forms a strong contrast to the rough and 
uncouth country which surrounds them. 

“We embarked at 2 p.m. and. steamed 
slowly close in round the coast, past West 

Beach, X and ¥ Beaches, Ghurka Bluff, 
Anzac and Suvla Bay. It was a matter of 
sorrowful interest to see all these places, 
and one was lost in amazement to think that 
troops could ever have managed to land in 
the face of a resolute opposition. The rela- 
tive smallness of the captured area was a 
surprise to us, and we wondered how, in the 
face of the fire from the crest of hills in- 
land, any troops could live there at all 
much less consolidate their positions. All 
along the coast we observed British 
cemeteries, all equally well kept and of 
uniform pattern. 

“We could not land at Suvla, but we 
went very close in and observed the beaches 
still strewn with the wreckage of the sunken 
nome and boats. To the left of the land- 

place lies a ridge of hills about five 
wor, long. We captured about half of this 
fidge, w ich commences under the name 
Karakol Dagh and is continued as Kiritch 
Tepe Sirt. It was here that the Irish regi- 
ments fought so gloriously. The whole posi- 
tion was overlooked by the high hills which 
run down the centre of the peninsula, called 
Kava Tepe and Tekka Tepe. These formed 
the barrier which held up the advance. The 
troops advanced about three miles towards 
them over country which, from the deck of 
our destroyer seemed, in the main, flat. We 
left Suvla Bay filled with pride for what 
had been done by the men of the Empire.”

THE PRINCE IN CHILI.

The arrival of.the Prince of Wales in 
Chili brings that little known country into 
the limelight of publicity for a time, and 
many people will learn more about its 
resources, by the Royal visit than they 
have ever before known. Chili is a country 
of immense natural richness, and thougl. 
nitrates are now its chief industry, 
enabling the Government to meet all its 
foreign debt obligations, it has the oppor- 
tunity of attracting a big foreign popula- 
tion to develop its pastoral areas, so that 
it may become one of the most 1 
of wool producers. At present the questi 
of adopting a new constitution is all- 
absurbing to the inhabitants and holds 
everything else in abeyance, but Chili, 
properly managed, should be one of the 
richest countries in the world for her size 

The King and Queen are expected to 
arrive in London from Scotland about the 
end of the first week in October in order

ings around the world. Following pre- 

cedent, the Prince will be given an official 
welcome, driving in State from Victoria to 
Buckingham Palace through streets lined 
with troops.

records of his tour with the greatest 
interest. 


The Boundary Problem. 


A suggestion that the conclusions of the 
Irish Boundary Commission shall not. be 
put into operation for five years after the 
report of the Commission is published has 
been noted here with some little interest, 
but the value of the idea is rather dis- 
counted by its supposed impracticability. 
The Commission has been set wp to define 
certain boundaries, and it does not possess 
the power to postpone any award it may 
make indefinitely. though it is certain that 
a reasonable amount of time must be 
allowed to districts where changes will 
have to take place. This is very different, 
however, from a policy of resting for five 
years. The strong desire of Irish circles 
on this side is still for a peaceful settle- 
ment between North and South, but it is 
sorrowfully agreed that the prospect 
appears to become more remote every day. 


Railway Services. 


The rumour that the morning mail from 
Euston to Dublin and the corresponding 
service from Dublin to Euston are to be 
taken off at the beginning of next month 
is without foundation. Inquiries at the 
railway headquarters this afternoon show 
that nothing is known there of the pro- 
posal, and consequently it is highly im- 
probable that any change is contemplated. 
The origin of the rumour possibly is the 
known intention of some of the companies 
to make considerable reductions in the 
train services next month. 


Undesirable Aliens. 


It is reported that success has attended 
the efforts of the Home Secretary and the 
police to keep out of this country undesir- 
able aliens who have been entering through 
the Irish Free State. It has been found 
on inguiry that a number of men had 
managed to slip through the Free iate 
aliens’ regulations and succeeded in getting 
to London. Possessed of special powers, 
the Home Secretary has put an end to this 
state of things, and aliens coming from 
Ireland are now treated as though they 
were aliens from outside the United King- 
dom. A number have been refused a 
landing at the ports, while several un- 
desirables who had reached London in 
these circumstances have been deported. 


The German Border. 


It is understood that only part of the 
security problem was discussed by the 
legal experts of the Allies and Germany 
who were in conference in London until 
Friday last. Strict secrecy was main- 
tained as to the subjects considered, but 
it is now believed that Germany’s eastern 
frontier was not mentioned. This question 
involves the intricate problem of fitting 
the treaties between France and Poland 
and France and Czecho-Slovakia into the 
general security pact, These treaties are 
regarded’ in Paris as essential to the main- 
tenance of European security. It will 
shortly be decided whether another con- 
ference of jurists will be held to deal with 
this aspect of the pact or whether the 
subject shall be left to the full meeting of 
Foreign Ministers w ich will follow upon 
the reports of last week’s conferences, 
which are now in the hands of the Govern- 
ments represented. Fortunately, agreement 
appears to have been reached with regard 
to the proposed treaties which Germany 
is to make with France and Belgium, but 
much ground remains to be covered before 
the text of the complete pact is drafted. 


The Mothers’ 


I learn that the members of the 
Mothers’ Union in Ireland up to the end 
of July had subscribed one hundred and 
twenty-five pounds towards the cost of 
building the Mary Sumner House as tho 
new headquarters of the Union. Ano 
fifty pounds is required from Ireland 
before the full eaota allotted to Irish 
members is subscribed, but it is fully ex- 
pected that the amount will be forth- 
coming. The total amount subscribed 
from all sources for the building now 
amounts to £45,958. 


The Silk Tax. 


Mr. Churchill’s silk tax has had a some- 
what. unexpected result at the ports— 
Dover in particular—for there has been 
so much smuggling of the material that 
the Customs’ officials are now extremely 
careful about passing baggage. No longer 
can the innocent and law-abiding traveller 
pass with his trunks marked without 
searching. He has.to stand while every 
piece of cloth is examined and every pocket 
overhauled. Umbrellas are opened, golf 
bags turned out and overcoats shaken in 
order that attempts at smuggling may be 
defeated. It is said that the women are 
the worst offenders, since they will 
endeavour to bring in new silk garments 
w hout making a declaration. 


The R 33. 


Work on the British airship R 33 is 
approaching completion, and in all proba- 
bility there will be a trial flight at 
Cardington by the end of the month. The 
Air Ministry is most anxious to continue 
the experiments commenced, but inter- 
rupted when the airship broke away from 
her mooring mast last April. The accident 
involved the building of a new nose for the 
vessel with the use of more than two 
thousand feet of duralumin lattice work. 
One object of the experiments is to study 
generally the aerodynamic forces imposed 
on an airship under all conditions, while 
another is to ascertain the effects of the 
huge displacement of air accompanying its 
flight. The experiments will have an im- 
portant bearing on the two huge airships 
now being constructed. These will be the 
largest in the world, having a gas capacity 
two and & half times greater than any 
yet built. 


The Centenary of Photography. 


The annual International Exhibition of 
the Royal Photographic Society, to be held 
in London next week, will be of more than 
common interest; for in celebration of 
the centenary of photography three of 
the * en photographs obtained by 
Joseph Nicephore-Niepce—whose work the 
centenary celebrates—will be shown at the 
exhibition.

The Protocol, in the severe and unbending 
ric of its obligations, was framed to please 
ne mentality of the Latins, which delighted 
in starting from abstract principles and pass 
ing from generalities to details. The Anglo- 
Saxon mentality, en the other hand, preferred 
weed from individual concrete cases to 
generalisations, and was strongly averse to 
Hague principles, when it could not 
giscern the facts on which they are based. 
the Latin and Anglo-Saxon races 
ardently desired, as indeed all did, to attain 
the same goal—peace. They would, there-

Lennox street, South. Circular road, 
Dublin, was the scene yesterday evening of 
a serious gas explosion which resulted * 
considerable damage to two houses, Nos. 47 
and 49. The explosion caused a hurried 
exodus from several of the houses in the 
vicinity. The door and a window frame 
in No. 49 were reduced to splinters, and 
pieces of wood were hurled to a distance of 
twenty yards. Fortunately, there were no 
serious casualties. 


SUPPOSED CAUSE OF 
es EXPLOSION. 


— — 
A LEAKING GAS MAIN. 


The explosion was said to be due primarily 
to a crack in the gas main in Warren street, 
which is close by, and this crack, it is thought, 
may have been caused by a steam-roller which 
was being used in the re-making of the road. 
Gas must have been escaping for some hours, 
and it percolated through the ground until it 
reached the space under the parlour of the 
house 49 Lennox street, where the heat from 
a kitchen fire, in conjunction with a lack of 
sufficient ground resistance, caused it te 


explode. 

ROOM WRECKED. 

The explosion destroyed everything in the 
room, including a grand piano, and even the 
pictures on the walls. The flooring was blown 
to atoms, and the ceiling-was almost destroyed. 
Portion of the furniture in the room overhead 
was badly damaged. The house is occupi 
by Mrs. Hayden, a woman of eighty-three 
years, and her daughter. 

Mrs. Hayden had a remarkable escape from 
serious injury. She had just left the parlour 
and was ‘standing at the kitchen table when 
the explosion occurred. Portion of the kitchen 
ceiling fell on her, and she received a very 
severe shock. Neighbours hurried to her as 
sistance, and she was brought to the next-door 
house, number 51, where she was stated sub- 
sequently to be ra all right. 

FURTHER DAMAGE. 

The explosion also caused much damage in 
the parlour oí the house No. 47, in which Jive 
a family named O'Brien. Two tables were 
destroyed, a cabinet was badly damaged, and 
portion of the flooring was torn up. It ap- 
pears that, although Mrs. O’Brien was in the’ 
room at the time, she escaped with 
only a slight singeing of the hait, 
She was very shaken and on the 
advice of the police, who were on the scene 
later, she went to the Meath Hospital for 
treatment 

Mrs. O'Brien's son, Patrick, told an Jrish 
Times reporter that he was just about to go 
into the parlour when the explosion took 

lace. He stated that he was lifted off his 

eet and thrown into the kitchen. Beyond a 

ight bruise or two, however, he was 
uninjured. 

BRIGADE'S TASK. 

The Fire Brigade from Tara street, under 
Lieutenant Power, responded promptly to a 
call received a few minutes after the explo- 
sion. They were faced with an extremel 
difficult task. The explosion had been fol. 
lowed by an outbreak of fire, but the presence 
of accumulated gas under the floors precluded 
the use of water to any great extent.. Pend- 
ing the arrival of the emergency staff from 
the Gas Company all that could be done was 
to keep the —Á from making any further 
headway. The fire started in No, 49 and 
made its way into No. 47, being . confined 
mostly to the narrow wainscoting. Even the 
moderate amount of water used did actually 
result in a minor explosion in Mrs. O’Brien’s 
parlour. 

The workers from the Gas Company were 
brought to Lennox street in a Fire Brigade 
motor car. They set to work to repair the 
crack in the Warren street main, and when 
this had been accomplished, the supply of 
gas tc Lennox street was cut off. e fire- 
men were then able to attack the flames more 
vigorously, and within a short space of time 
the outbreak ‘was well under control. A call 
had been received in the meantime to a fire 
in Grafton street, and leaving two of their 
number to finish the work, the remainder of 
the firemen went away. 

The explosion occurred at 4.30 p.m., and 
it was not until 9.30 that the two firemen 
were able to leave.

The foreman, Mr. J. Young, told an /rish 
Times reporter that he had returned from a 
demonstration at 6.20 p.m., and after the 
usual round of inspection had locked up, 
everything then being apparently all right. 

In a quarter of an hour or so afterwards 
the outbreak was noticed, and, judging by 
an inspection of the place afterwards, the 
fire had started on he first landing over 
the shop, on which there was an old show 
case, but how the fire could have started 
there could not be ascertained.

SHIP STRIKE HITS 
TRADERS. . 


CARGOES ROTTING IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


The shipping strike, although it has 
fizzled out in Great Britain, is causing 
serious loss in South Africa and Aus- 
tralia. 

About forty ships are held up in 
South African ports, and the best harvest 
of méalies and oranges that the country 
has produced for years are rotting. The 
Australian trade is also seriously affected. 


CROPS ROTTING. 

General Smuts has made a pronouncement 
on his attitude towards the strike position 
says a Reuter’s message from Cape Town). 
2 at Britstown, C Colony, he re- 
ferred to the way certain leaders of the op- 
ponent. parties encouraged the Rand strikers 
and revolutionaries in 1922, in order to over- 
turn the Government. He did not intend to 
follow their example, but hoped that the 
Government would get out of its difficulties. 
He would say what he could to strengthen 
the Government's hands. It must be South 
Africa first, not the“strikers first, 

In another passage the South African Party 
leader said: “Oranges and mealies of the 
best crops the country has known are being 
held up, and the fruit is lying rotting. It is 
for the Government to take a strong and man- 
zul attitude to protect the country against the 
threatened danger.” 


CONFERENCE PROPOSALS. 

At the end of the conference with the Sea- 
men’s representatives, Colonel Creswell, the 
Minister of Labour, issued to Reuter’s Cor- 
respondent a long official statement concern- 
ing the representations made to him by both 
sides to the dispute, and concluded With the 
intimation that certain pro suggested by 
the Government are now being considered. 

The Guildford Castle has arrived at Cape 
Town, and js held up. A comprehensive sur- 
vey of the position shows that there are now 
nine vessels with a tonnage of over 97,000 
tons, held up in Table Bay, while, in addition, 
the crews of four freight steamers, which are 
not yet ready to sail, are disaffected. 

Seventeen ships are affected at Durban, 
where the harbour is daily becoming more 
congested, There are now 43 vessels inside 
the harbour and four outside the harbour, 
with a total tonnage of 258,000. 


THE SHIPPING STRIKE IN AUSTRALIA.

He was not, he 
said, going to dwell on the other parts of 
President Cosgrave's statement to the 
deputation rom the College of Physicians 
last Thursday, since the whole matter 
would be fully discussed by the speakers 
at to-day's general protest meeting of the 
doctors, to be held in the College of 
Surgeons. 

the Government did put the issue to 
a general election, it would be a disastrous 
move; for a false and dangerous political 
issue would, beyond doubt, arise, com- 
pletely usurping the questicm of the 
separate Medical Register. 


NOT A RELIGIOUS QUESTION, 

Outside President Cosgrave's declaration, he 
said, another thing which cropped up in 
yesterday’s Iris 7'imes was the introduction 
of religion into the medical question by Mr. 
Liam O’Brien, a professor at Galway Univer- 
sity and a candidate for the Senate. 

“Can Irishmen,“ asked our informant, 
“never thrash out a subject under dispute 
without introducing religion and politics into 
it? Surely, the time for such biassed pro- 
cedure. has long since passed? Mr. Liam 
O’Brien asked a question, and answered it 
himself in hig letter. | 

Are you so sure,” he said, “that all 
medical opinion in Ireland outside Galway is 
against this charge?

Mr. O’Brien 
is not aware—or he would not have spoken in 
this manner—that well over 50 per cent. of 
the medical practitioners in Dublin who have 
emphatically stated their views in the Press 
are Roman Catholics. | 

“In proof of this he need only look up the 
interviews and statements given by Sir 
Arthur Chance, Surgeon John McArdle, Sir 
Conway Dwyer, Surgeon Denis Kennedy, 
Surgeon Leo Keegan, Dr. Edward Magennis, 
Dr. P. T. -McArdle, Dr. Louis Cas- 
sidy, Dr. Louis A. Byrne, Dr. mas 
Hennessy, Senator William O'Sullivan, 
M. D.; Senator Oliver St. John Gogarty, M.D. ; 
not to mention many others that do not occur 
to my mind just now.

The Times publishes an article, which is 
to be continued, from a correspondent who 
has recently spent. some weeks in Southern 
Ireland, excluding. Connaught, in which he 
sets out his impressions regarding present 
conditions in Ireland. It is admitted on all 
sides, says the writer, and even by the Re- 
publican leaders themselves, that the Re- 
ublican Party is steadily lesing ground. 
t is a dwindling and discredited minority, 
and if there were a general election to- 
morrow, t would probably lose, even under 
the ‘minority favouring system of propor- 
tiona representation, at least half of the 44 
out of a total of 136 seats it now holds. 
The Free State has, therefore, little to fear 
at present from the Republican faction, But 
in Ireland it is the unexpected that generally 
comes to pass. A serious blunder or false 
move by the Irish Government might easily, 
among an excitable people only recently 
weaned from lawlessness, strengthen the 
opposition, whether headed by De Valera or 
some other leader. 

However one may criticise particular 
measures, one cannot but admire thé courage 
and energy with which the Ministers of ihe 
Free State, mostly young men, and all with 
little or no previous experience of administra- 
tion, have faced a situation of appalling diffi- 
culty, regardless alike of personal risk and 
man grin É They have within a few years 
restored public security, organised on broad, 
non-sectarian and non-political lines 
efficient Army of ove' 50,000 men, 
reduced it to one .of under 20,000, and 
set up a Civic Guard in place of the historic 
R. I. C. Both the Army and the Civic Guard 
are composed of good material, though 
hitherto “ services in the war against the 
British' have played too large a part in 
selection, and both would doubtless be more 
efficient if the officers were more largely 
drawn from a class superior to that of the 
rank and file. 

The people generally recognise that they 
now possess all the essentials of self-govern- 
ment, adds the writer. Their aspirations are 
rather economic than political, and they are 
showing this in the rapidly growing move- 
ment for the exclusion of party politics from 
local and County. Councils, in which the old 
Unionist element “is 1 — to play a 
larger part. But the vernment either 
under the influence of its Left Wing or to 
take the wind out of the Republican sails, 
now and again shows an unexpected inclina- 
tion to purely partisan aims. While the 
Republicans hold aloof there is no real con- 
stitutional opposition, for the Labour Party 
is small and divided. Such being the case, a 
Government which has to handle the recon- 
struction of a new State would probably be 
stronger and more efficient if, instead of 
being a purely party one, it included members 
representing constitutional labour, the old 
Unionist. element and the old Nationalist 
Party. It would then be ‘“‘ broad-based 
upon the people's will.“ Among other advan- 
tages that would help to bridge the gulf be- 
tween Ulster and the South which the mea- 
sures above referred to have undoubtedly 
tended to widen, and at a time, too, when 
on both sides there appeared to be a growing 
desire for closer relations. 

The writer heard hardly a word about the 
Ulster boundary. In the Southern counties 
the people appeared to take no interest in 
a matter so regte from them. Doubt less, 
in the counties Bicining the border the issue 
is a live one, but in Dublin most people 
| seetned to think that it would be settled by 
a rectification, not sweeping, but rather in 
favour of the Free State, and that, however 
much politicians on both sides might de- 
nour.» it, that would be the just and wise 
solution,

CABINET AND IRAQ.

NO CHANGE OF POLICY. 


The suggestion, has been freely made by 
critics of the Government’s policy with re- 
gerd to Iraq that the announcement made 
y Mr. Amery, at Geneva, had not been fully 
considered by the Cabinet. Such, however, 
is not the case; says Tie Times. The atti- 
tude of the Government is believed to be 
that the pronouncement did not involve any 
real change of policy, and that they are 
merely carrying on the policy agreed to by 
their predecessors, namely, to assist Iraq to 
become politically self-dependent by a policy 
of progressive evacuation. . The present 
Treaty with King Feisal expires in 1928, but 
it was generally unders that a further 
agreement would then be made. Consistent 
efforts have been made to put Iraq into a 
position when she will be able to defend her- 
self. The British forces at present in the 
country consist of eight air squadrons, three 
Indian regiments and one British battalion, 
so. that the greater part of the cost of 
defence is obviously due to the presence of a 
strong Air Force. It is felt that the 
estimates for Iraq are misleading, in that 
eight air squadrons are part of the general 
Air Force of this country, which would have 
to be trained somewhere, if not in Iraq. 
With the exception of the Governor-General’s 
salary and a grant-in-aid.of about £90,000, 
the general expenditure does not fall upon 
the British taxpayer. 

With regard to the Mosul vilayet, stress is 
laid in official circles upon Commander Hilton 
Voung's report, in which he stated that, if 
it were given up, the cost of administering 
the country thus deprived of a rich province 
would be greatly increased, and a fresh 
burden would be thrown u the rest of 
Iraq. The stragetical position in such an 
event would be altered for the worse. Larger 
bodies of British troops would be required to 
defend the country, and it might even be 
difficult to remain in the country at all. 
The Cabinet felt that any course other than 
that announced by Mr. Amery would be a 
vital reversal of policy which would betray 
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the trust imposed upon us.

* important discussion on the boundary 
took place in the Northern Parlia- 
ment yesterday on a question asked by 
Mr. Samuel Kyle, the leader of the Labour 
group. He wished to know the'steps that 
would be taken by the Government to 
resist, if necessary, the Boundary Com- 
mission's degision. 

The Prime Minister, who at first de- 
elined to make any announcement, after- 
wards made a statement, in the course of 
which he used the words: The decision 
of the Government and myself is well 
known to the country, and from that de- 
cision we do not deviate in the slightest — 
degree.” Sir James Craig added that it 
was the Soundary Commission, which was 
working behind closed doors, and not the 
Northern Government, that would have 
the responsibility of breaking the peace or 
keeping it. 

Mr. Devlin, who followed the Prime 
Minister, made an earnest plea for unity 
in order that North and South might be 
brought more closely together. 


LABOUR’S’ ATTITUDE. 


GROUNDS OF AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Kyle asked the Prime Minister whether 
he has taken or is prepared to take any steps 
to resist the putting into effect of the findings 
of the Boundary Commission by the Imperial 
Government. 

The Prime Minister —I have no statement to 
make in regard to the matter. 

Mr. Kyle said that he would raise the ques- 
tion on the adjournment. 

Mr. Kyle subsequently adverted to the ques- 
tion, and said that he thought that it was the 
Prime Minister’s duty to inform public opinion 
in the Six Counties as to what steps he was 
prepared to take in certain eventualities, and 
he did think that it was a public service to 
allay the feelings of the people regarding this 
very important question, because it has been 
stated in the Press that conversations are con- 
templated between Mr. Cosgrave and the 
Prime Minister. He thought, therefore, that 
the House ‘and the country should know what 
position the Government were prepared to 
take up, and they also shdfild know something 
of the state of mind that the people were in 
with regard to this all-important question. 

As far as Labour was concerned, they de- 
sired to make their. position quite clear. 

Housing, wages, unemployment insurance, 
national health insurance, old-age pensions, 
education—these were the important things 
to them. They were not going to agree to any 
worsening of their position in regard to these 
all-important matters, governing as they did 
the lives and well-being of the great body 
of the working’ people. : 


COMMON GROUNDS. 


They believed also that there was common 
ground for agreement between North and 
South in, for example, the administration of 
| railways, in a common policy regarding agri- 
culture, and they respectfully suggested to the 
Government that in anv, conversations the 
position of Labour, the poistion ef the working 
people, should not: he. overleaked by them, 
and that bodies might be created—they could 
call them by whatever name they liked—to 
discuss common action in regard to agriculture, 
fisheries, etc: There was one other very im- 
portant thing amongst the etcetras, and that 
was reciprocal labour arrangements. 

The Minister of Labour (Mr. Andrews) knew 
how hard it was on the people who lived, for 
example, in Belleek, and who, because they 
lived in the Free State while.they worked in 
Northern Ireland, if they happened to be un- 
employed—as thére are some of them unem- 
ployed to-day—were not entitled to benefit 
from the Free State because they work in 
Northern Ireland and their cards were stamped 
in Northern Ireland. Surely it should not be 
outside the wit of man to devise a reciprocal 
arrangement of some sort so that the common 
people at least should not be penalised. 


BOUNDARY A MINOR ISSUE. 


This matter of the boundary, Mr. Kyle 
continued, so far as am concerned, is not 
a matter of very much importance in compari- 
son with the things I have mentioned. We 
fecognise, of course, the position that the 
Government are in, and, therefore, I think it 
is as little as we can expect to hear the 
considered opinion of the Prime Minister on 
this question. He knows, and we all know, 
how much the people of Belfast and of the 
Six Counties value his opinion, value his con- 
sidered judgment, and that being the case 
it is not, in my opinion, good enough merely 
to say that he has nothing to state. In affairs 
of Government it seems to me that there 
must of necessity be a good deal of negotia- 
tion, a good deal of arrangement, and I think 
it is.our duty here to get the Government 
to state their position to the country. 

I. would also like to say that no good at all 
ean. be done. by arousing passion either in 
North or South. It does not pay, to put 
it in & very crude way, either for the North 
or South to rouse bad feeling. We have had 
here in the North some little trouble—very 
great trouble. In the South there has been 
tremendous trouble also, with destruction of 
property and loss of life. 

In conclusion the member for North Belfast 
urzed that in the speeches of Ministers, both 
North and South, everything should be done 
to allay bad feeling and to promote good 
feeling. 


PRIME MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 


Sir James Craig said :—I am afraid that ! 
am not prepared to make any statement on 
the subject of the boundary. I do not think 
that it would serve any good ends to do so. 
The decision of the Government and myself is 
well known to the country, and from that 
decision we do not intend to deviate in the 
slightest degree.

Sin, —To-morrow, at the Royal College of 
Surgeons in Ireland, a meeting is to be held, 
with the President of the College in the chair, 
of medical practitioners, ‘ with regard to the 
proposed change in the Medical Register,” 
and it is to addressed by several dis- 
tinguished speakers.

BEET SUGAR IN ENGLAND. 


We are indebted to Dr. Neilson Hancock’s 
address to the Statistical and Social Inquiry 
Society of Ireland in 1877 for much more than 
his explanation of the general causes of the 
failure of sugar beet cultivation fifty or sixty 
years ago, since a reference in his paper has 
put us (Financial Times) on the track of an 
enterprise in this country which must have 
largely paralleled the experience of the Irish 
Beet Sugar Company. 

This was the Rect Sugar Company, which 
was formed in 1871 and had a capital of 
£200,000 in £10 shares. It came out under 
the best auspices, the Tates, the Martineaus 
and the Baruchsons—the last at that time of 
a famous firm in the trade at Liverpod}—all 
being interested in flotation. Only half 
the shares were first offered, and to begin with 
not more than £4 per share was to be called 
u 

Epe estimates provided for an outlay of 
£25,090 on land and 9 leaving £15,000 
for working 8 The capacity of the 
factory was to 000 tons of per 
season, and a profit of £6,700 on pong uantity 
was looked for. No specific scene pee 
tions was indicated, but Suffolk — . likely, | 
as a great deal was said about what had been 
accomplished at Lavenham, which then was a 
sort of counter _ in England, with more 
favourable results, of Mountmellick, in Ire- 

nd. 

The prospectus was of a very cheerful and 
optimistic character. “ The directors, it was 
stated, have studied and completely investi- 

ated this branch of industry and intend to 

evote their personal attention to the safe and 

honest working of the undertaking. From 
accurate caleu ations made.” it was further 
declared, “and judging from similar associa: 
tions long in existence abroad, the directors 
feel the greatest confidence that this ente - 
prise will not only produce large dividends 
to the shareholders, but will develop a source 
of industry of direct benefit to the tenant 
farmer and the labouring classes, giving to 
the latter employment during the winter 
months at goo wages—and thus effecting a 
great national and social good. 

The fate of this promising venture is as 
much wrapped in mystery, so far as 
records go, as the Irish concern. We know, 
indeed, of the latter that it actually erected 
factories, but did the English undertaking 
ever get as far? No returns were ever filed 
and notices addressed to the registered office 
in 1878 and 1884 were returned through the 
Dead-Letter Department, The was 
struck off the list in tho latter year.
